Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. There is a lack of antecedent basis for "the each pivot 



device". 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 8-9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Guttman ('800). As shown in Figure 2, Guttman ('800) discloses an adjustable 
fagade shell for a building comprising an outer shell (frame 11 having a sill (12) and side 
portions (13)) having pivotal panel (15) which seal with respect to the frame and one 
another, an inner shell (everything to the right of flanges 1 8) spaced from the outer shell 
(sealing adhesive is shown therebetween) and comprising one or more plates (27, 27a, 
40, and 40a having framed portions attached at corner angles), a carrier frame (the 
inner portion which surrounds the plates and attached to and surrounding the opening 
formed within the building of both the inner and outer shells) having vertical and 
horizontal supporting plates, and pivoting devices (16) moving the pivotal panels (15) 
between an open and closed position via integral holder frame parts. 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Guttman ('104) discloses a frame structure having 
pivotal panels similar to that of the applicant's claimed invention. U.S. patent to 
Whittington et al. disclose a framed structure attached to an outside of a wall and having 
pivotal panels similar to that of the applicant's invention. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 13 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
